PURPOSE: To easily form a resist pattern In an economical manner from an 
aspect of equipment or production cost using an inexpensive material 
wS thou t causing an environmental problem, 

CONSTITUTION: In a resist pattern forming method for forming, a resist . film 
having a desired pattern on a base material 7 to be processed and adapted 
to post-processing generating a change in a part having "no resist film on 
the basis of the difference between the properties of the surface due to 
the presence and absence of the resist film, an ink jet printer 6 drawing 
and printing an image on the basis of an image signal by the injection of 
ink is used and, as the ink of the ink jet printer 6, resist, ink 5 is used. 
The image signal of a pattern to be formed is applied to the ink jet 
printer to print and form the pattern of the resist film due to the resist 
ink on the surface of the base material to be processed. 
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
